The supreme ojurt o* Iowa has filed

The facts in the case are. those: Suit 
was brought last spring to have the dis- 
tillery enjoined from manufacturing al- 
oohol or proof spirits on tbe ground th»t 
the prohibitory law which forbade tho 
manufacture and sole of liquor applied 
to it the same aa to a brewory or saloon. 
The owner of the distillery, George W. 
Kidd, ot Jfew York, resisted the suit on 
the ground that hia manufacture was en- 
tirely for export without the state, ana 
that no portion ot his goods waa sold in 
Iowa. He had secured the advica of 
eminent counsel in New Yortt befor8 


building (the distillery here, and had 
been assured that by manufacturing for 
export only his plant could not be in- 
terfered with by the state law. The Dis- 
trijt court granted a temporary injunc- 
tion suspending its effect for a few weeks 
to enable tbe distillery to close up its 
affairs, and then make ths injunction 
perminent. The case was appsaled to 
the supreme court, the defendant hold- 
ing that the provisions ot tho prohibi- 
tory law applied only to manufacture and 
sale within tho state, and that to inter- 
fere with a business carried on with citi- 
zens of other states wonld be nn inter- 
erenca with commerce, which congress 
alone has the power to regulate. 


The majority of the oonrt hold that the 


•ight of the state to prohibit ths vnanu- 
'actare of alcohol is absolute, tied that it 
applies to the distillery whatever moy be 
ihe ultimata destination of the product. 
The friends of temperance will hail the 
opinion of the Iowa supreme court with 
delight, If there is to te prohibitory 
law in Iowa, let it bo prohibitory in 
fact. The sooner this is definitely set- 
tled, the nearer will ba the end of the 
outlawish aonduct ol tho saloon power in 
tint state.

Theru if danger that tlic iiniltiplicabion o£ 


larjrtMimlcoiumoiHona hotels in our towns 
and cities ana villages will utterly extcnnl- 
r.nte that ^rticu \\'liich Abrahnui exhibited 
when he entertained tho anprds,. and which 
Lot showed when ho watched for jfucsts at 
lh« sate o( thu city, and which Christ recoff- 
nizeil as :; positive rcqnLiite for entering 
Heaven when Itedoclareii: "I wa-sastranffer 
uiul yn took Me in." 


I propose to speak ^hls morning of the 


trials and rewards of Christian hospitality. 
The lli'st trial ofc«n comes in thu whim aud 
eccentricity of tho ;r»csc himself. There aro 
a. (mat many excellent people who have 
protuljornncrx of disposition, 
and sharp 


edfjrs o£ leinjH'rnmctit, and unpllablllty of 
character, which malio them a positive 
luilHaiux1 In .'my holism whero they stay. On 
rliort actiiiuiiitniicu they will be^ln to com- 
nuuul tho household affairs, order the em- 
ployes to unnsuul service, keep nnReasou- 
aljli: hour.", n*u nareotlcs In places offensive 
to sensitive nostrils, put their feet at un- 
usual elevations, drop tho ashes of their 
Havana on costly tapestry, open bureaus 
thuy ought never to touch, and pry Into 
things they ought never to see, and become 
impervious to rousing bells, and have all 
the ])ce«linritlea of the gormandizer or tho 
dvspcptlc, and make excavations from poor 
dentistry with unusual Implements, am', la 
u thousand ways allllct the household 
which'proposes to take' care of them. 


Added to all, they stay too long. They 


have no idea when their welcome Is worn 
out, and they would be unmoved even by 
the blessing'which my friend Gcrrit Smith, 
tho 
philanthropise, asked ouc morning 


at 
his breakfast table, 
on 
tho 
day 


when he hoped 
that 
the 
long pro- 


traeted guests 
would depart, 
saying: 


"0 Lord, bless thin provision, aud our 
friends who leave us to-day!" But. my 
friends, (heir arc alleviations to be put ou 
their side of the eca'.e. Perhaps they have 
not had U:c same rclinlng influences about 
them In early life that you have had. Per- 
haps they have inherited eccentricities that 
they can not help, Perhaps it is your duty, 
by'example, to show them a better way. 
1'orhaps they are Kent to be a trial for the 
development of your patience. Perhaps 
they were to be intended as an illustration 
of the opposite- of what you aro trying to iu- 
eulcatc in the minds of your children. Tcr- 
hnps it Is to make your home the brighter 
when they are gone. 
When our guests arc 


cheery, and fascinating, and elegant, it is 
vi-ry easy to entertain them; but when we 
Hud in our gnesOi that which is antagonist- 
ic to our taste and sentiment, it is a posi- 
tive triumph when we can obey the words 
of my text aud be "given .to hospitality." 


Another trial in the using of this grace 


is in the toil and expense of exercising it. 
In the well-regulated household things go 
smoothly, lir.t now1 you have introduced a 
foreign "element into the machinery, and 
though you may stoutly declare that they 
inust take things as they find them, the 
Murtha will break in. The ungovernable 
uto've; the ruined dessert; the joint that 
proves to bo nnmasticable; the delayed 
marketing; the perplexities of a caterer; 
t-he difficulty of doing proper work, nnd 
vet always being presentable. Though you 
may say there shall be no care or anxiety, 
there will be care and there will be anxiety. 
In 1004, the Captain-Goucral provided a 
very grand entertainment; and, among 
other things, he had a fountain in JUs gar- 
den—a fountain of strong- drink. In it 
were four hogsheads 
of 
brandy, eight 


hogsheads of water, twenty-five thousand 
lemons, thirteen hundred weight of Lis- 
bon sugar, live pounds of grated nutmeg, 
three hundred toasted biscuits; and.a boat 
built on purpose was placetl in tho fountain, 
and a boy rowed around it and filled tho 
cups of the people who came there to be 
supplied. Well, you say, that was a luxuri- 
ous entertainment, and, of course, the man 
had uo anxiety; but I have to tell you that, 
though you had, or propose, an entertain- 
ment like that, you have anxiety. la that 
verv thing comes the Divine reward. 
; 


We were born to serve, and when wo 


serve others.we serve God. The flush on that 
woman's cheek, as she bcnde over the' hot 
stove, is as sacred in God's sight as the flush 
on the cheek of one who, on a hot day, 
preaches the Gospel. We may serve God 
•with plate, and cutlery, and broom as cer- 
tainly as we can servo Him with a psalm 
book and liturgy. Margaret, Qnoen of Nor- 
way, aud Sweden, and Denmark, had aroyal 
cup of.ten lips, on which was recorded the' 
names of the guests who had drunk from 
tills cup. And every. Christian woman has a 
royal cup, on which- are .written a'.l tho 
names of those who have ever been, enter- 
tained by her in Christian style—.naines not 
cut by human ingenuity, but written by tho 
haud'of a Divine Jesus. • But, my -friends, 
you are not to toil unnecessarily. 
Though 


the faru bo plain, cheerful presidency pi tho 
table, and cleanliness of appointments' will 
be "good enough for anybody that ever 
comes to' your house. 
John Howard' was 


invited lo tho house of a notfleihan: He'iaid: 
*1 wUTconie'onone condition,' and "that i» 


d; Tho"reQufiItioii.M'aFucorn^!±e'Cl' \vitn. 


Cyrus, KingoIPcrslCuiiclcr the sumo cir- 
cumstances, prescribed that on the tablti 
there must he nothing but bread. 


Of course these were extremes, but they 


are Illustrations of the fact that more de- 
pends upon the banqueters than upon the j 
banquet I want to lift this idea of Chris-' 
tlan entertainment out of a positive bond- 
age into a glorious inducement. 
Every ef- 


fort you put forth, and every dollar you 
give to the entertainment of frieucl or foe, 
you give directly to Christ. Suppose it were 
announced that the Lord Jesus Christ would 
come to this place this week, what woman 
In this house would not be glad to wash 1'or 
Him, 
or spread for Him a bed, or bake bread 


for Him?, There was one of old who washed 
for Him,drawing the water from the well of 
her own tears. 
lie is coming. He will be 


here to-vnorrow. 
"Inasmuch as ye have 


done it to one of the least of liiese, my 
brethren, ye have Ooue ifc to Me,11 
In pict- 


ure galleries we have often seen representa- 
tions of Walter Scott and his friends, or 
Woshlnirtoii Irving with his associates; but 
all those engravings will fade out, while 
through everlasting ages, hanging luminous 
and conspicuous, will be the picture of you 
and your Christian guests. 


Yon stsc we have passed out from the tri- 


als Into the rewards of Christian hospitality, 
grand, glorious and eternal. The iirst re- 
ward of Christian hospitality is the Divine 
benediction, When any one attends to this 
duty God's blessing comes upon him, upou 
Ills companion, upon his children, upon his 
dining 
ball, upon his .'parlor, upon his 


nursery. 
The blessing comes in at tlio 


front door and the back door and down 
through the skylights, God draws a long 
mail: of credit for services rendered. Christ 
said to His disciples: "He that receiveth you 
received lie; aud he that glvctli a cup of 


cold water in the name ot a disciple shall in, 
uo wise lose his reward." AH we have had 
10 many things recorded against i'.s In Heav- 
en, It will be a satisfaction to have written 
on unfailing archives the fact that In tho 
month of May, or June, or September, or 
December, 1S.S7, wo madii the blissful mis- 
take ot supposing thut we were entertain- 
ing weak men like ourselves, when, lo! 
they showed their pinions before they left, 
and we found out that they were augcltf un- 
awares. 


Another reward comes in the good wishes 


and prayers of our guests. I do not think 
one's house ever gets over having a good 
man or woman abide there. George White- 
field used to scratch on the window of tho 
room where he was entertained a passage oJ 
Scripture, nnd In one case, after he left, tho 
whole household was converted by the read- 
Ing of that passago on the window pane,. 
Tho women of Hhr.ncm furnished a little 
room over the wall for Ellsha, and all tho 
ages have heard the glorious cousequcnces. 
011 a cold, stormy winter night my father 
entertained Trueman Osbornc, the evangel- 
ist, and through all eternity I will thank 
God that Trueman Osbornc stopped at our 
house. 
How many of our guests have 


brought to us condolence aud sympathy nnd 
he'.p! There is a legend told of St Sebald 
that in his Christian rounds he used to stop 
for entertainment at tho house of n poor 
cartwright 
Coming there our: day, ha 


found the cartwrlght and his family freezing 
for tho lack of any fuel. St. Sebald ordered 
the man to go out nnd break the icicles from 
tho side of the house ar.d bring them in; 
and tha icicles were brought into the housa 
and thrown on the hearth, and they began 
to blaze immediately, and the freezing fam- 
ily gathered around and were warmed by 
them. That was a legend; but how often 
have our guests come In to gather up tho 
cold, freezing sou'ows of our ilifo, kindling 
them into illumination, and warmth, and 
good cheer. 


He who opens his house to Christian hos- 


pitality, turns those who are strangers into 
friends. Years will go by, and there will bo 
great changes in you, and thcro will bo 
great changes In 
them. Somo day you 


will be sitting in loneliness, watching a be- 
reavement, and you will get a letter in a 
strange hand-writing, and yon will look at 
the post-ofllcc mark, aud say: "Why, I don't 
know anybody llvbig in that city;" and you 
will break the envelope and there yon will 
read thu story of thanks for your Christian 
generosity long years before, and how they 
have heard afar off of your trouble. And 
the letter will be so full of kindly remin- 
iscences and Christian condolence, it will be 
a plaster deep enough to cover up all the 
deep gashes of your «oul. When we take 
people into our houses as Christian guests, 
we tako them into our sympathies forever. 
In Doit, Holland, a soldier with a sword at 
his side stopped at a house, desiring lodging 
and shelter. Tbo woman of tho house ut 
llrst refused admittance, naying that the 
men ot the house wete r.ot at home; but 
when ho showed his credentials that he had 
been honorably discharged from the army, 
he was admitted and tarried through the 
night 


In the night time there was a knocking at 


the front door, aud two mrhans broke in to 
despoil that household. No sooner had'they 
como over the door Hill than the armed 
guest, who had primetl his pieco and 
charged it with slugs, met them, and, tell- 
ing the woman to stand back, I am happy 
to Bay. dropped tho two assaulting despera- 
does dead at his feet. Well, now there are 
no bandits prowling around to destroy our 
homes; but how often 1C is that wo iind 
those that have been our guests become our 
defenders. Wo gavo them shelter lirst, and 
then afterward in the great conflicts of life, 
they fought for our reputation; they fought 
for our property; they fought for our soul 


Another reward that comes from Chris- 


tian hospitality Is in the assurance tbat we 
shall have hospitality shown to us and to 
ours. In the upturnlngs of this life, who 
knows in what city or what land we may be 
thrown, and how much we may need an 
open door? There may couic no such crisis 
to uu, but our children may bo thrown into 
some such strait. Ho who is in a Christian 
manner hospitable has a free pass through 
all Christendom. It may be that you will 
havo boon dead fifty years before any such 
stress shall come npon one of your descend- 
ants; but do you not suppose tbat God can 
remember fifty years and the knuckle of the 
grandchild will be heard against the door of 
Homo stranger, and that door will open; aud 
it will be talked over in Heaven, and it will 
be said: "Thatmau'sgrandfather, fifty years 
ago, gave shelter to a stranger, and now a 
stranger's door is open for a grandson." 


Among the Greeks, after entertaining 


and being entertained, they take a piece of 
lead and cut It in two, and tho host takes 
one half of the piece of lead and the guest 
takes the other half as they part 
These 


two pieces of lead are handed down from 
generation to generation, and from faintly 
to family; and after awhile perhaps one ot 
the families in want or in trouble go out 
with tills one piece ol lead and tind the 
other family with the corresponding piece 
of lead, and no sooner Is the tally completed 
than the old hospitality is aroused and eter- 
nal friendship pledged 
So the memory of 


Christian hospitality will go down from gen- 
eration to generation, aud fro;n family to 
family, and the tally will never be lost, 
neither In this world nor the world to come. 


Slark this: The'day will come when -wo 


will be turned out of doors, without any 
exception—barefoot, barchoad, no water in 
the canteen, no bread iu tho haversack, 
and we will go in that way into tho future 
world. And I wonder if eternal hospitalities 
will open before us, and if we win be re- 
ceived Into everlasting habitations? Francis 
Prcscobald waa a rich Italian, and he was 
very imcrclfui and very ; hospitable. One 
day an Englishman by the name of Thomas 
Cromwell .appeared at his door asking for 
shelter and alms, which were cheerfully 
rendered. Frescobald afterward lost all his 
property, became very poor aud wandered 
up into England; and one day he saw a pro- 
cession passing, and lo! it was the Lord 
Chancellor of England; and lo! tho Lord 
Chancellor of England was Thomas Crom- 
well the very man whom he once be- 
friended down in Italy. The Lord Chan- 
cellor, at the first glance atFrescobald, rec- 
OTiized him, and dismounting from his 
carriage, threw his arms around him, and 
embrace'd him, paid his debts. Invited him 
to his house, and said: 


"Here are ten pieces of money to pay for 


tho bread you gave me, and here are ten 
pleoes of money to provide for the horse 
you loaned me," and here are four bags, in 
each of which are four hundred ducats. 
Take them and ha well" So it will be at 
last with us. If we entertain Christ in the 
person of His disciples in this world, when 
wo p»sa up Into the next country we will 
meet Christ in a regal procession, nnd He 
•will pour all the wealth of Heaven into our 
Inpand opea before us everlasting hospital- 
ities.
